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THE METHODS OF POLITICS.

The evidence of the various people en.
gaged in that ballot-box forgery business is
a precious exhibit of the methods of the
lower order of politicians. The sum total of
its disclosures appears to be that thereis no
method too mean, or no deception wo gross,
to be resorted to forthe purpose of damaging
political opponents.

It is not pecessary to siit the disputed
points in the evidence of the forgers and cir-
culators of forgeries, which were involved
ie the testimony of those worthies yesterday,
Jt is bevond question that some of them
were ready to commit forgery upon the shal-
Jowest pretexts, while others, in the most
eharitable view, were ready to use the bogus
docnments without the slightest pains o
prove thelr authenticity., This is extremely
damnging to the Eepublieans connected
with it; but it is to be remembered that ex-
actly the same thing oo s nationsal scale was
perpetrated by the Democrats in 1880,

The first eflect of such things is to disgust
decent men with politics; but it onght rather
1o inspire decent men to enter more actively
imte politicsl work, with the resolution to
send this stripe of politicians into cbscurity.

THE RAILEOAD DECISIORN.

Tie devision of the Supreme Court re-
wersing that of the Allegheny County
Courts, nugaiost the practice of the
Penpsylvanin  Raiiway to  colleet an
excess of fare from passengers without
tickets, and to give them a check
on which they cun have the money refunded
&t the ticket office, is one that affects a large
number of people. The decision of the Su-
preme Conrt establishes the legality of this
practice, but in view of the division of
opiuion between the local aud the appellste
tribuuals, the lay pubdlic is st liberty to
beld it own views regarding the justice of
the ruling. The general opinion is likely
to be that it is singular law which permits a
corporation, limited by its charter to cer-
tuin rates, to coliect s material exocess above
those rates, with a proviso that if the pas-
senger complies with certsin conditions
and takes n certuin degree of trouble, he
can bave the excess refunded. The import-
noee of esch inpdividual case of this sort
might be rather slight; but the prineipleis
somewhat mived.

MORE THAN A LIFE'S LABOR.

Nobody can deny that the “*Lifeof Lin-
eoln,” now appearing in the Century Mag-
arine, isa bizg undertaking. Tts size has
slsrwed the readers of the Ceatury more
than once. We are indebted to the
Washington correspondent of the Phils-
delphia Record, however, for further in-
formution on this subject, We now Jearn
thet Colonels Nicolay and Hay received
$50,000 from the Cemtury for the right to
publication in serial form. This sounds
like = good big sum. Bat the Record says
that Colonel Hay figured out that it merely
wave each of the authors a little over a dol-
Jar a day for the time and labor they had
speat upon the work. This is s shocking and
alarming statement, as & minute’s consider-
gtion will show,

Supnosing Colonels Hay snd Nicolay to
have divided the work equally, and making
wo allowance for Sundays and holidays,
each of them has devoled about 25000 days
to it Twenty-five thousand davs smount
to sixty-eight vearsand two hundred and
ecighty days. It has been more than
s life's labor fo them both, for
Mr. Nicolay is 38 while Mr. Hay
is &2 They must have started into com-
plete Mr. Lineoln's biography before they
were boro and barely after their subject had
attained his msjority. We consider the
sum of §60,000 absolutely inadequate for
such u task.

If they did not divide the labor equally
one of them must have begun writing before
Xir. Lincoln was born. But if they did not
begio till they were born, and of course aiter
Mr. Lanooln’s birth, the fears of the Centu-
ry's readers heretofore expressed concerning
thie interminable extent of the “Life” must
be revived—{for peither author can get in
his whole sum of days’ work for many years

WIRTER POSSIBILITIES.

The reports of wintry weather on the other
gide of the Rocky mountains, where rail-
rouds areblockaded, telegraph wires down,
and, in some cases, people in danger of star-
wation by being cut off from supplies, makes
s remarkable contrast to the persistent
mildness aod moisture that is being experi-
enced in this part of the eountry, The cold-
er westher which set iu last night, and the
cold wave predicted by the Signal Service,
may be the advance guard of this storm;
but there have been so many expeciations of
thissort which were disappointed by the
realization of ouly one-horse cold waves, as
it were, that the people will not permit
themselves to look Yor real winter until it
strikes them. It wonld not be unlike the idi-
osyucrasies of this climate to jump suddealy
from the preseat soft weather 1o the temper-
sture of zero, While a reasounbie degree of
winter would be grateful, it would be rather
bhard to have it piven to us with such
mbruptoess as is indicated by the difference
beeween the West and the East,

FUTURE OF PETROLEUM PRODUCTION.
The relation of the petroleum supply to
the demand for it, and the probability of
tbe exhaustion of the field, continue to oo-
cupy attention. The Oil City Derrick by &
careful review of the statisties of produc-
tion sod copsumption comes to the conelu-
sion that at the preseat rate of production
and consumuption the surpins will beex-
bauosted in 17 months. The counclusion is
soourate enough it the premises are granted,
but as it is largely founded on the idea that
the limits of production are clearly fixed,
and thet the Penosylvania field, il not
doomed to gradonl exhaustion, is at Jeast
ineapable of increasing its production, eal-
enlations based on the Mnifilment of that
prediction caunot be regarded as relinble
Ithas besn the amusement of a certain

class of seientifie and expert opinion to in-
dulge at different periods in predicting the
exhsustion of Pennsylvania’s petrolenm
supply. Bui so far, the smusement has
finally rested on the side of those who laugh
at such propheses after they have been ex-
ploded by the event The fact is thst up 10
this time the production of petrolenm has
varied in accordance with the law of supply
snd demand. When the market was over-
stocked and production unprofitable the ne-
tivity in development lessened; when
the demand caumsed s rise in prices
developments  were stimulated sod
production enhanced. The present is
certainly pot a favorable time to talk of the
future of the Pennsylvanis fields, when the
prodoction for last year shows a gain of
5,000,000 barrels over 1888; when three new
districts, whose possibilities are yet unde-
fined, have been developed; and when the ex-
teonsion of the producing fields io the south-
ward has transferred the conter of petrolenm
production to Pittsburg.

There is no doaot that the superiority of
Pennsylvania petrolenm over either the
Ohio or Russisn product will insare a de-
mend for it that is likely to inspire activity
in developments for the mear future. If
producers ean secure a permanent snd open
competition in the business of refining and
producing their product, their future is
ressonably secure.

AN EXPERT THEOERY EXPLODED.

That fatal accident at Newbunrg, N. Y.,
vesterday, by which a bhorse, coming in
contaot with an electric light wire, was
prostrated, and a laborer whoe ocame to the
relief of the borse was killed, disposes ef-
fectually of oneof the favorite excuses of
those, who either for sordid considerations or
through ignorance, have been telling the
public that the killing of horses by the
electric current need not frighten men. The
argument sdyanced was that horses are mors
pervous than men and peculiarly suscepti-
ble to the electric shock. Therefore, when-
ever a borse was killed by contsct with an
electrie wire it was, forsooth, no argument
of danger to human beings. Such an sc-
cident should not, in fine, weigh atall in
demonstrating the urgency for getting the
wires underground. Such has besn the
drift of expert protestation.

At Newburg yesterday morning & citizen
tied his horse to an electrically charged
awning post. The horse dropped on its
kuees. Thomas Dawson, & laborer, ran to
belp the animal, grasped the headgear and
foll instantly dead. Another man, wainly
sttempting Dawson’s rescoe, was paralyzed
for a time by the eleotricity. The horse got
up scarcely injured.

This electric business is a serious problem.
Evervbody wants the convenience and aid
of electricity; but nobody wants a silent,
invisible execotioner lying in wait in the
crowded streets of a ¢it¥. There it a great
future before the companies which are sup-
plying electricity; but in the end they will
consult their own interests as well asthe
public safety by recogniring squarely the
dangers, and by adopting devices to guard
against them, in place of setting up mis-
leading theories about the relative risks of
men and horses.

KOT B0 EASY.

In esmmentiag on the allegations against
the method of Brice's election, the New
York Sun says: “And yet distinet proof
of bribery in the ecase of one Legislator
would be enough to keep Colonel Brice out
of his seat in the United States Senate.”

There is no proof of bribery in the elec-
sion of Brice, as TEE DisrATcH has here-
tofore said; but is no! the esteemed Sun
rather sweeping in its assertion of the ease
with which the purchase of seats in the
Senate can be exposed and punished?

It we remember correctly & vory cogent
offer was made of proot of bribery on behalt
of Mr. Brice's predecessor, if the Senate
would but use its authority to get it. But
very good care was taken that no such
proof should get before the Senate.

A SURPRISING COMPROMISE.

That settlement of the Stewart will case
in New York, which was announced last
week, appears upon examinstion to have
been & remarkable termination to a still
more remarkable case. The testimony
brought out im the progress of the suit
showed some of the most unique pro-
ceedings on the part of Judge Hilwon, ever
committed in modern times, at least, by a
man holding & great fiduciary position. It
was testified to, that Judge Hilton per
suaded Mrs. Stewsrt 1o deed property to
him for which he pever paid, and that he
wade the estste pay for improvemenis on
property after it was transferred to him. It
was broughtout in evidence that he sctually
charged the owner of all that wealth interest
on money which he pretended that he lent
her, which was resally her own money. By
s steady pursuit of this poliey, it was
claimed that he succeeded in absorbing a
portion of the Stewnart estate, variously
stated at from §6,000,000 to §25,000, 000,

1t is not difficult for an ordinary man to
perceive that such charges, if true, mean a
breach of trust which ought to consign the
perpetrator to the penitentiary. It is slso
plain that if such charges are made against
an innoecent man, his repatation requires a
full test of them in open comrt. But what
surpasses the average comprehension is how
any compromise of & case like that is posa-
ble in accordsnce with personal honor and
public justice. Either Judge Hilton should
have been convieted, or his accusers shonld
have been exposed as slanderers. The fact
thsat, after these points had been brought in
evidence, he was able to make a compro-
mise by which a great share of the Stewart
fortune remains in his possession, indicates
s remarkable example ot the power of ovar-
weaning wealth to defest impartial and
open justice,

tinued as heretofore. The purchase of 4 per
cents will be resumed shortly, as it is estimazed
that the surplus will be inereased to $40,000,000
